This 
beautiful Country was once inhabited by none but 
Proteſtants ; but upon Failure of the Line of the 
King of Bohemia, it fell into the Houſe of Newburg, 
which was of the Roman Catholick Religion, 
which is the Reaſon that there are ſo many Pa- 
piſts in that Country, a few of which, (and ir was 
impoſſible to prevent it) are mingled with the Maſs 
of Proteſtants that are now come over: But, my 
Lord, they are very different (God be thanked) 
either from French or Spaniſh Papiſts, for moſt of 
'em having been Proteſtants, or the Children of 
Proteftants, they {till preſerve a Tincture of their 
Fathers Religion, which they had not left, but to 
follow the Modiſh one of their Sovereign, a Fault 
that others have been guilty of in a much nearer 
Country than the Palatizate, Theſe are therefore 
very moderate, ſome of em are already come over 
to the Church, and many more are well diſpos'd 
to follow 'em, by the cal and Pains of ſome wor- 
thy Divines of Germany and Switzerland, (eſpecial- 
ly if the Prieſts of a certain Foreign Miniſter 
wou'd let them alone.)

The French King would not ratify theſe Ar- 
ticles, but upon Condition that there ſhould be a 
Ceſſation of Arms in general, in the Netherlands till 
the 5th of September, which the Allies rejected ; and 
the Siege was carry'd on with all -ofſible Vigour. 
The Army incamped at Orchies, where they 15 Ve-

The French continued on the other ſide of the 
Scarp, intrenching themſelves up to their Noſes. 
Abundance of Deſerters came now over. On the

6 tended, that if they could not divide the Allies, and 
leſs {till obtain a Peace, according to their own 
Terms and Intereſt, or at leaſt ſome Conditions 
that might ſerve as Preliminaries thereunto, they 
might, by Favour of the ſaid Meflages, retard the 
Opening of the Campaign, and conſequently the 
Operation of War, while they ſhould gain Time 
to put themſelves in a good Condition, and pro- 
vide their molt expoſed Frontiers for a vigorous 
Defence.

no favourable Allowances have been made to a Mi- 
niſter of the Goſpel diſcharging the Duty of his Fun- 
Ction, and rebuking Vice and Irreligion with an ho.

I uſed no other Language than whar 
had been uſed by our firſt Reformers, by a continu- 


ed Series of Right Reverend Prelates, and other Ce- 


lebrated Divines now with God, and by many of 
thoſe Venerable Fathers, before whom I ſtand, and 


what 1s perfeCtly agreeable to the Laws and Statutes 


of this Realm.

whenl know not where I ſhould be attacked, fo that 


after I had provided as particular an Anſwer as fuch a 
general Accuſation would admit of, the Commons 


were pleas d in their Replication to ſiy, that there were 
ſeveral Things in it, foreign to the Charge. To the great 


Misfortune of falling under the Diſpleaſure of that 


Honourable Houſe, I might add that of a long and 


cloſe Confinement, and ot an Expence no way pro- 


portioned to my Circumſtances. Theſe, my Lords, 


are Afflictions which can be conceived by no Body 
ſo well as by him who has been ſo unhappy as to feel 


the weight of them. And among theſe I reckon ir not 
the leaſt of my Sufferings that I have been for ſo long 


a time debarr'd from taking heed to that Flock over 


which the Holy Ghoſt hath made me an Overſcer. 


For ever ſince I have had my Liberty by the Favour 
of your Lordſhips admitting me to Bail, I have pur- 
poſely avoided doing any part of the Duty of my 
Function, or even appearieg in Publick, leſt it 
ſhould occaſion any Tumult or Diſturbance, as my 


neceſſary Attendance on vour Lordſhips from time 


to time has ſince been thought unhappily to have 
done, without any Fault of mine, or the leaſt degree 
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of Encouragement given by me, which I profeſs in 

the Preſence of God to abhor. 
All the Circumſtances, My Lords, being conſt- 


der'd together. with the Publick manner. the 


Length and Solemniry of my. Trial before fo Auguſt 


a Court of Judicature, by which means I am made 
a Gazing-ſtock both by Reproaches and Afflictions, 
and a Spectacle to the whole World ; I have ſtood 


in this Place Day after Day to hear my ſelf accuſed 


of the blackeſt Crimes, and openly Reviled: I have 


been repreſented as a Papiſt in diſguiſe, as a Rebel, 


as an Enemy to Her Majeſty's Perſon and Govern- 
ment, and as a Favourer of the Pretender, though I 


| Have abjured him, that is, as the worſt of perjur'd 


Villains; I have been called an inſignificant Tool of 
a Party on the one Hand, and a moſt dangerous In- 


cendiary on the other: Nay, an Angel that is a De- 
vil detach'd from the Infernal Regions; all theſe 


things, I ſay, being conſidered (as your Lordſhips, 
I am ſure, in tender Compaſſion towards me will 
conſider them) it's molt certain that whatever be your 
Lordſhips Determination concerning me, I cannot 


eſcape without being a very great Sufferer, and I

Teer I cannot reflect without Comfort (the greateſt

ſary Expence of Books for the better Proſecution of 
their Studies cannot be defrayed by them; and 


whereas of late Years. ſeveral charitable and diſpo- 
ſed Perſons have by charitable Contributions, Ereck- 


ed Libraries within ſeveral Pariſhes and Diſtricts in 
England and Wales; but ſome Proviſion is wanting 
to Preſerve the fame, and ſuch others as ſhall be 


provided in the ſame Manner, from Embezelment: 
Be it therefore Enacted by the Queen's moſt Excel- 
led Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent 
of the Torch Spiritual and Temporal, and Com-
